He forms 
the travel habit more readily than the adult becomes 
a globe trotter. 


Mothers, too, are creatures of habit. Most of their 


habits are pood and should be encouraged. But, when 
Mother discovers that Baby is quiet when given a paci- 
fier, it is a temptation to provide it. If Mother resists 
the temptation, the baby may find his thumb or forefinger an acceptable 
substitute for the artificial product. This is the beginning of a bad habit.

Proving Nothing In Particular 
T 


HE Harding administration, like every administration that 


ever took office, is pledged to economy. Recently Senator 


Watson made a speech in which he endeavored to show that the 
pledges had been kept and that Mr. Harding was rapidly 
wiping out the <v"ects of Mr. Wilson's extravagances. 
Senator 


Overman, who answered Senator Watson, maintains that the 
Harding expenditures, after those traceable to the world war 
have been deducted, are sJill more than half a billion dollars 
greater than the corresponding expenditures of the Wilson ad- 
ministration in 1915. 


Three hundred million dollars, or about two-thirds, of this 


increase was devoted to the Army and Navy departments. The 
next greatest increase was in the Department of the Interior, 
which wants this year $113,000,000 more than it received in 
3915, and the next is the Treasury Department, which asks for 
§50,000.000 more. Senator Overman was hardly honest about 
the Treasury Department, for his deductions do not by any 
means compensate for the increased burden thrown upon the 
treasury by the growing complexity and extent of fedora! taxa- 
tion. Nor did he allow for tho diminished value of tho 1022 
dollar, which naturally makes what the government buys cost 
more in dollars than it did in 1915. 


But his primary error is in blaming a single administration 


fora tendency which has existed +"-oni tho foundation of tho re- 
public. With occasional halts and .-.wingbacks. tho cost of tho 
federal government has grown steadily for more than a con- 
tury; and the increase has boon especially marked since prices 
turned upward in tho last decade of the nineteenth 
century. 


Yet the ratio of federal expenditure per capita to money circu- 
lation per capita was !OP? in If 17 than in 1800. In other words, 
government has cos; more and more. but. except in time of 
war, it probably has not taken a larger share of tho national in- 
come. 


The really important question at any time is not what tho 


grand total is, but hn\v eo'-nomicallv and effectively it is being 
spent. An increased expenditure may mean that'things that 
•were not being done ;,t all before or only half done are now 
getting done. Certainly the mere comparison of total expendi- 
tures measured in dollars docs not furnish conclusive proof of 
anything in particular.
